WasHINGTON, May 21.—[Special.]—The ad- 


ministration sustained somewhatjof#@ Wlackeye 
in the house today by the passage of the bill to 
enlarge the powers and. duties ofthe depart- 
ment of agriculture and to create an executive 
department to be known as the department of 
agriculture, by a vote of 233 to 13. Ist was un- 
derstood that the president opposed. this bill 
and had made known. his opposition through 
members of the ways and means committee, 
most of whom voted against it. Mr. Bynum 
voted for the bill, and so did Messrs. McMil- 
lin and Wilson, but not until the second roll 
call, when they saw how overwhelming. the 
vote was. Messrs. Mills and Seott dodged the 
issue by not voting at all, and. the balance 
yoted against it. Of the Georgia delegation 
all voted against the. expressed. will of the 
president and for the bill, except Messrs. 
Turner and Blount, Mr. Candler being absent 
did not vote. This bil) seemed to strike Bear 
the hearts of the Georgia delegation, and 
probably every member would Wave spoken 
apon it could they have secured the time. As 
it was, only Messrs. Blount, Carlton- and 
Stewart were so fortunate as to secure time. 
Mr. Blount spoke m opposition tothe bill, 
but didn‘t seem to know why, judging from his 
remarks, except that there was too many sala- 
ties in it and he did not want a department of 
agriculture because the Georgia farmers were 
opposed to it. Could he have known that it 
was exactly what the Georgia agricultural so- 
ciety have asked for during the last few years? 
Perhaps he lost sight of this in his eagerness to 
carry out the expressed desires of the presi- 
dent. Mr. Carlton was given three minutes by 
Mr. Hatch, who was “feading the fight 
in favor of the bill, within 
Which to make his maiden effort 
on the floor of the house. 
embarrassed upon rising, but in a gecead that 
had passed off and he took particular pains to 
score the Macon statesman somewhat of a se- 
Vere blow while favoring the bill. Probably 
the blow was due toa rumor going through 
here that Senator £olquittand Mr. Blountare 
attempting to work the political machine in 
Goorgia against Mr. Carlton’s re-electicn, <«le- 
siting to have Mr. Samuel Barnett sent to con- 
gress in his stead. At deast, a Georgian ex- 
pressed such an opinion today... Mr. Carlton’s 
maiden effort was as follows: 

Iam glad to know that my first appearance on 
the floor ot the house is in the ifiterest of agricult- 
ure, and that it becomes necessary in this case to 
speak in the interest of agriculture. After the Ce- 
bate we have had for the last few days it is a sur- 
prise, and even grexter because of the position 
taken by my colleague, Mr. Blount, who lives in an 
agricultural district. He isa farmer himself, and 
he knows ali about the interests of agriculture in 
Ourland. In the discussion which has been held 
in this hall for the last few days no interest in 
America has received atthe hands of this house 
such consideration as that of.» agriculface. 
During the course of the tariff debate 
the whole line of argument seemcd to look ts pro- 
teetion of the great industry ofagriculture, It is, at 
leastin the south, seventy-three per cent of.our 
whole industries, and where is manufacturers‘and 
where are the various industriss of the country to 
subsist and be sustained if agriculture is not to be 
sustained? They tell us thislaw induces the crea- 
tion of superfinous offices. Why, Mr. Chatiman, I 
submit the chairman ofthe committee on agricul- 
ture is quite as important as the chairman of the 
committee on postofficesand post roads. Oncisa 
convenience and comfort to the peop'e,the other 
an absolute necessity. Napoleon Bonaparte in all 
his greatness, in all the splendor of his military 
genius, never wasso great as when he rgse to the 
position of statesman—wherein he laid down that 
civil code for the resuscitation of France and other 
European countries. Ne said agriculture was the 
soul of the empire; that the industry was the com- 
fort and happiness of the} eople and trade the proper 
appliance to supplement agriculture and industry. 
The pretended protection to agriculture in this 
country today is only a farce. While I commend 
the industry and courtesy of the commissioner of 
agriculture, this department, with the meager ap- 
propriations given to it by congress, instead of 
proving a blessing and benefit to the peopleengaged 
in this great industry, has proven but an annovrance 
to congressmen, requiring them to doa large 
amount of mere clerical duty for their constituents 
with little advatiiage to the latter and positively 
none to the great system of agriculture in this coun- 
try, and yet they tell us new oilices are to be created 
ani that thatis an objection to the bill. Let new 
offices be created, There is no more important in- 
dustry subsisting in this country today than that of 
Sericulture. 

Judge Stewart followed Mr. Carlton in a 
short speech favoring the passage of the bill. 
The judge said the subject was entitled to 
consideration by the louse. By making the 
head of the agricultural department a cabinet 
position will tend to forge the agricultural in- 
terests and create in the ininds of the agricul- 
turists. Those who labored most and paid 
a large proportion of this, should have a voice 
in the government and be entitled to its ben- 
efit. 

While Senator Colquitt has been absent 
from Washingten, Senator Brown alone has 
been doing some remarkably effective work for 
Georgia. In fact, Senator Brown has carried 
through all legislation pertaining to Georgia 
this session. He passed the Columbus public 
building bill, got Savannah’s harbor appropria- 
tion raised from $90,000 to $200,000, secured a 
$4,633 appropriation for completing'the project 
at Romley Marsh,and will get the Atlanta 
public building bill through in a very few days. 

The senate amendment to the bill recognizes 
the project to secure twenty-eight feet of 
water atSavannah. Theappropriation for the 
Ocmulgee river has been reduced from $15,000 
to $7,500, and the Oconee river from $12,000 to 
$10,000. 

The senate judiciary committee today dis- 
cussed the nomination of Mr. Fuller for chief 
justice, Senators Hoar and Evarts expressed 
themselves as Willing to vote immediately 
upon the nomination, as the democrgts in- 
disted upon doing, but Mr. Ingalls preferred 
delay, desiring to gather evifence derogatory 
to Mr. Fuller's character, The delay was ac-

SAVING OLD RELICS. 
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The Senate Passes a Bill to Make a Part of 
Smithsonian Institute Fire-proof. 

W asuinaton, May.21.—Among the memor- 
iais presented to the senate was one from 
several of the largest tobacco manufacturing 
firms in. St. Louis, asking that all licenses and 
restriction on the sale of leaf tobacco be re- 
iInoved ; the tax on manufactured tobacco fixed 
at two cents per pound; and the present sys- 
tem of packing and stamping retained. 

Mr. Morrill, fronrthe committee on public 
buildings and grounds, reported a. bill appro- 
priating $17,500 for making the west end of 
Smithsonian building tive proof. He explain- 
ed the object of the bill. A citizen of the United 
States, he said, a long resident abroad, pro- 
posed to give to the Smithsonian institution a 
very large collection of armor from the middle 
ages, Some of it connected with the most eimi- 
nent historical names, including horse armor, 
helmete, swords, and all the paraphernalia of 
ancient warfare. These objects, numbering 
some 5,000, had been collected at a vast ex- 
pense, and the collection was saidto be the 
most valuable collection of the kind in the 
world. A condition of the presentation was 
that the Smithsonian institution would furnish 
a fire proof building for its protection. 

Tie bill passed. 

The bill authorizing the construction of a 
bridge aeress the Tennessee river at Gunters- 
ville, Ala., was reported from the committee 
and placed on the calendar. 

After the introduction and reference of a 
number 6f bills, the senate proceeded to the 
calendar and passed a number of bills of local 
interest. 

When the bill for the erection of postoffice 
buildings in towns and cities where postotiice 
receipts for three years preceding have ex- 
ceeded three thousand dollars annually, was 
reached onthe calendar, discussion upon it 
arose and several amendments were made, but 
it was laid aside withoug tinal action. 

The committee on commerce reported back 
the river aud harbor bill with amendments, 
and it was ordered to be printed and recom- 
mitted. 

The senate then at 3 p. m., on motion of Mr. 
Edmunds, adjourned. 


PASSING THE APPROPRIATION. 


The Diplomatic and Consular and the Dis- 
trict Bill Passes the Heuse. 

VY ASUINGTON, May 21.—Senate amendments 
tothe pension appropriation bill were non- 
coneurred in, and a conference ordered. The 
hour was consumed in referring to appropriate 
coinmittees senate bills which had accumulated 
upon the speaker’s table during the past week. 

Ou motion of Mr. Dunn, of Arknnsag, a 
resolution was adopted directing the committee 
on merchant marine and fisheries to inyesti- 
gate the fur seal fisheries of Alaska. 

On motion of Mr. Mills, of Texas, a reso)u- 
tionwas adepted setéing apart tofmorrow for. 
the consideration of bills reported by the coin- 
mittee on labor. 

Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, rising to a 
question of privilege, eharged that Thursday’s 
record had been altered by the omission of an 
important partof the colloquy between Messrs. 
Scott, Brumim and himself and the insertion of 
matter not spoken on the floor. He charged 
Mr. Scott of having improperly procured these 
alterations, and having thereby placed Mr. 
Bruyam and himself [Dalzell] in an attitade 
which they had not occupied. 

Under the call of states a large number of 
bills were introduced, among them one by J. 
kt. Brown, of Virginia, for a public building at 
Martinsville, Va. 

Mr. Belmont made an effort to secure con- 
sideration for the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill, but his motion to go into 
comuinittee of the whole was defeated--yeas 90, 
nays 155. 

Myr. Hatch, from the comniittee on agricul- 
ture. moved that the rules be suspended and 
the bill passed to enlarge the powers and duties 
of the department of agriculture and to create 
an executive department tobe known as the 
department of agriculture. 

Messrs. Herbert and Oates, of Alabama, op- 
posed that provision of the bill transferring the 
weather service of the United States signal 
service bureau frem the war department to the 
new department of agriculture. 

Minute speeches in support of the measure 
were made by Messrs. Carlton and Stewart, of 
Georgia; McClamy, of North Carolina; 
Allen, of Michigan; Ryan, of Kansas, and 
Laird, of Nebraska. The motion to suspend 
the rules and pass the bill was agreed to— 
reas 255, nays 14. 

The following is the negative vote: 

Messrs, Biount, Breckinridge of Arkansas; Breck- 
enridge of Keutucky, Buckalew, Cummings, Dar- 
gan, Tiall, Herbert, Morse, Oates, Rogers, Tiilmann, 
and Turner of Georgia. 

The bill creates an executive department to 
be known as the department of agriculture, 
under the supervision and coutrol of the secre- 
tary of agriculture and provides for the ap- 
pointment of first assistant secretary of agri- 
cultare. It also transfers the weather service 
of the United States signal service bureau 
from the war depcrtnent to the department of 
agriculture. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the diplomatic and consular appro- 
priation bill. No amendments of consequence 
were offered to the bill anda short time was 
spent in its consideration. 

The committee rose and the bill was passed.

THE TERRIBLE FLOODS IN THE,WEST. 


Heavy Foss to Farmers—Their Best Land 
Covered by the Sea of Water—Loss of 
l.ife Reported--Other Casualties. + 
| cnneenmennmemtee pee 

Quincy, May 21.—Tho treat flood in thé 
Mississippi, wlrich will be remembered as 
without precedent in destruction and suffering 
ereated; is slowly abating, and it is thought 
that the worst of the high water is passed, but 
the worst that could happen has already ors 
eurred, hundreds of families having been rete 
dered homeless and thousands of acres of the 
growing crops ruined, to say nothing of the 
loss eytailed by demolished residences, wreek- 
ed fenees and washouts. 

A trip through the submerged region shows 
that the stories of icss and suffering, already 
published, have not been exaggerated in the 
least. ¢From the northern end of Adaing 
county to the southern end of Pike county. 
land on the Iilinois side of the river was pro- 
tected by a system of levees. the region cm- 
bracing 250,000 acres, the soil being the richest 
in the state. All that region is now one vast 
lake from six to ten feet in depth. Along th 
bludis on the eastern edge of the submerge 
district hundreds of families are camped, liv- 
ing in tents, huts and the open air. Before the 
flood most. of these people were well-to-do, 
prosperous farmers, but now they have little 
oruothing. Much sickness prevails among 
the unfortunates, owning to want and ex- 
posure, but measures have been taken to alle- 
viate their sufferings. 

The inundated regions are full of desolation. 
Deserted homesteads, with the water lapping, 
their eaves, are a most frequent as well as 
pathetic sight. But here and there is 
a spark of lifenot yet extinguished by the all- 
destroying waters, While avast majority of 
the inhabitants fled to higher land, a few 
were not granted time to get away or mis- 
judged the character of breaks in the levee 
and determined to stay with their homes, and 
are now living in garrets or on roofs. Every 
roof has been turned into a place of refuge for 
live stock. poultry, ete., but humberless houses 
has been lifted from their foundations and car- 
ried away with the inevitable current oar de- 
molished entirely. 

In the Sny levee distsict, below this city, 
the situation is insfivitely worse than in regions 
tothe north. The crevasse which completed 
the inundation opened at the upper end of the 
embankment, and the pent-up waters from the; 
river pouréd over a vast tract of river farming 
land, sweeping everything before it. The 
torrent rushed down in a gréat wave, several 
feet high, with a force which nothing could 
withstand. The towns of Fall Creek, Selham 
and Hulls are mere islands, and hundreds of 
refugees are huddled together in the limited 
space. Four or five families are living in each 
of the rdoms in a few houses abeve water, and 
are suffering intensely. The damage to rail- 
road property is enormous, and it wili be three 
weeks after the. water subsides before trams 
can be running on time. 

This city is eut off from railroad communi- 
cation north, west and south of Quincy and 
Carthage. The track is under water for a dis- 
tance of several miles. The Quincy, Alton 
and St. -Leuis track is covered for miles. 
Bridges are gone and. telegraph: poles down. 
The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy and Wa- 
bash tracks at Excise 
Saturday morning. On the west side of the’ 
river no attemptis made to move trains on 
any of the reads. Owing to the great confu- 
sion, it is impossible to obtain detailed losses, 
but the aggregate will reach faliy $3,000,000 
from. crops alone. The damage to levees, 
houses and railroads will approximate $600,000. 

Reports received todayjrecerd the drowning 
of Samuei Moore by the floods in Indian 
Grove levee district and of two children of 
Willham Johnson in Snydistrict. Two fami- 
lies living.in Sny district are unaccounted for 
and no traceof them can be found. It is prob- 
able that many fatalities will be recorded when 
all the facts regarding the flood are fully 
known. Much sickness prevails among desti- 
tute people from the inundated districts, but 
the relief committee of Quincy are rendering 
every! possible assistance to those in distress, 
The river today is falling slowly, having de- 
clined nine inches from the highest point 
reached. Trains on the western roads will be 
running tomorrow and the damage to all roads 
in tivis locality will be repaired as speedily as 
possible. 
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Work Done By Committees--A Republican

amount of damages systained by said owners 
by work done in the riyer by the United 
States governments to improve and deepen the 
channel of the river and arbor of Savanuah. 

The caucus of republican senators this after- 
noon was a continuation of that of last Friday. 
It was called to form a basis for.united action 
already agreed upon, and to give senators (not 
members of. the foreign relations committee) 
further opportunity to get posted upon points 
to be made against the fisheries treaty. No 
action of any kind wastaken. The time was 
spent entirely in talk. 

A proposal to consider the treaty with open 
doors was received, but the result seems to 
have been variously understood by the senators 
who were present. One @sserts that it was de- 
cided favorably, while others are equally posi- 
tive that no such decisiom was reached.

INCREASED APPROPRIATIONS. 


Changes Made in the River and Harbor Bill 
by the Senate Committee. 

WaASRFrinaton, May 21.—The total increase 
of the river and harbor bill as reported to the 
senate over the bill as it left the house, is a 
million and a half dollars. Among the prin- 
cipal items, as they now stand, are the follow- 
ing: Improvement of the Potomac river at 
Washington, $400,000; Savannah, Ga., harbor, 
$200,000; Mobile, $150,000; Tampa bay, $50,- 
000; Cape Fear rixér, below Wilming- 
ton, N. C., $240,000;'° Roanoke river, 
North Carolina, $40.000; Yadkin river, North 
Carolina, $10,000; Salkatachee river, South 
Carolina, $8,000; Waccamaw river, North and 
South Carolina, $10,000 ; Ocmulgee river, Geor- 
gia, 37,500; Ooloosahatehie river, Florida, $10,- 
000; Black Warrior river, Alabama, #50,000: 
Tombigbee river, above Vienna, Alabama; 
$12,000. Inland water way from Chinésteague 
bay, Virginia, to Delaware bay, near Lewes, 
Delaware, $25,000. St. Augustine, Fla., was 
struck out and referred to the board of engi- 
neers.

WOODROW'S COMPLAINT 


Taken Up By the Presbyterian General As- 
sembly—Other Business. 

BALTIMORE, May 21.—The general assembly 
of the Southern Presbyterian church reassem- 
bled this morning, and was largely attended 
by those who took interest in the case of Rey. 
Dr. Woodrow, of South Carolina, which affects 
his clerical standing, because of his ideas on 
evolution. The special conrmittee to which 
was referred the subject, reported in favor of 
granting candidates for the ministry $125, and 
to make collections in churehes for the'sup- 
plemental appropriation on the Ist of April. 
Adopted. 

A resolution was offered in relation to the 
appointment of the committee on temperance 
ordered on Saturday, difecting a report to be 

“made on that, when Rev. Mr. Brooke 
moved toso amend as to have reference to 
liquor alone. The amendment was accepted, 
and the zesolution adopted. 

The case of Rev. Dr. James Woodrow, com- 
plaining of the action of the synod of Georgia, 
condemning his utterances on evolution, was 
then taken up. 

A protracted discussion took place as to the 
length of time to be granted. It was finally 
agreed to grant four hours toeach side. The 
moderator then charged members of the as- 
sembly to reinain in their places during the 
trial, as required by the law of the church; 
after which prayer was offered for Divine 
guidance. The record of the case from the 
aynod of Georgia was read, covering the entire 
proceedings of condéinnation, in all about ten 
thousand words. 

Mr. Woodrow then presented his case before 
the general assembly, first stating the nature 
of the offense charged against him. The 
testimony of Dr. Adams, his prosecu- 
tor, he said, showed Dr. Adams to 
be deeply interested in securing Woodrow’'s 
conviction, so as to remove him from his posi- 
tion in the theological seminary, while Anams 
remained there asa director. Mr. Adams was 
not prompted by his sincerity for the good of 
the church, but solely to eject the speaker. 
Ile said Woodrow was good enough to preach 
to the people bat not to remain in the semi- 
nary. He was willing to permit any views 
held by the speaker outside of tho seminary, 
but he must not remain there as a _ teacher. 
The views of Dr. Adams were entirely differ- 
ent when thinking and speaking. He then 
took up the indictment, declaring that it was 
deficient. Under the old law it might hold 
good, but not under the new law.- The offense 
charged had no place under the present law. 
The charge was violating the  stand- 
ard of the church because of views 
cn eyolution having a dangerous  ten- 
dency to the church. Fre charged Dr. Adams, 
his prosecutor,with having had an emissary to 
go from lobby to lobby in church bodies to en- 
compass the ruin of the accused. He donounced 
such conduct as unworthy of any true be- 
liever in the Bibie. Dr. Woodrow then read 
the judgment of the synod of Georgia, annul- 
ing the verdict of the presbytery of Augusta, 
which had acquitted him, and begun his 
opening statement. He said he had been 
charged with holding doctrines which he ab- 
houred. At this stage of proceedings, before 
Dr. Woodrow had more than.entered upon his 
address to the general assembly, adjournment 
was taken till 9:90 tomorrow morning, when 
he will resume. He will be allowed two 
hours for his first address. Respondents will 
have four hours, and Dr. Woodrow will have 
two hours for his closing argument. 

The time was principally devoted to colored 
evangelization, Rey. Charles A. Dicky, D. D., 
of Philadelphia, read the report of the stand- 
ing committee on missions for freedmen. It 
showed receipts from the churches amounting 
to $131,653, a gain of $32,131 over the — 
ing year, in addition to personal contributions 
from the colored people of over $25,000. The 
report showed a very satisfactory condition of 
work among the freedmen. The secretary of 
the freedman’s committee, Rey. H.H. Allen, 
D. D., spoke eloquently in behalf of the eolor- 
ed race and was followed by Rev. W. W. 
Bingham, D. D. ' 

Frofessor Thomas Lawrence, of the Biddle 
university, Charlotte, N. C., an institution for 
colored people, also spoke for colored evangeli- 
zation, and adverting tothe hope of organiza- 
tion between the two great branches of Pres- 
byterian churches, said the work would be 
greatly advanced by such union. 

A popular meeting in behalf of the freedimen 
was held in the Academy of Music tonight. 
Rev. Dr. R. Allen, secretary of the Freed- 
men’s board, presided, and there were ad- 
dresses in the interest of the colored race by 
Rey. D. J. Sanders, W.H. Franklin, M. lL. 
Hoskins, W. D. Wood and others. A colored 
glee club, from Windsor, N. C., sang a num- 
ber of characteristic negro melodies.

| ONE MAN KILLED. 


A Freight Train Runs Off the 
Track Two Miles From Town. 


SEVERAL CARS BADLY TORN UP. 


Bob Mance, the Colored Brakeman, Killed— 
Nine Cars Off the Track—Tho 
Fireman Badly Hart.

There was a terrible wreck last night on the 
Georgia Pacific railroad about two miles from 
town, in which one man was killed and an- 
other injured. 

Thé train was freight No..68, conductor Mc 
Daniel, and the wreck was caused by the ten- 
der leaving the track. There were twelve cars 
in the track, and eight of them were wrecked. 
Every car but one was off the trin. 


eident occuring about twenty minutes later, 
just back ef the Cotton Exposition hotel. As 
the tender left the track the fireman, a negro 
named Lee Arp, jumped from his engine. At 
the same time the engine parted from the 
tender und the darky fell upon his head and 
shoulders, sustaining some pretty severe 
bruises. The tender was turned upside down 
and was thrown entirely from the track and at 
right angles to it. 

The next car was an open and empty coal 
car. This was slanting across the track, 
With the upper end resting on the 
tender. Then follewed seven cars 
piled promiscuously. They had plowed gullies 
through the mud, and in some places had 
shoved the crossties from under the tracks for 
ten or twelve feet. The cars were in all sorts 
of positions, and most of them were complete 
wrecks. As the tender left the track one rail 
had been bent into a semi-circle about tem feet 
in diameter and one end had been buried in 
the bank. 

4\s s0gn as the engine could be stopped it 
was backed to the scene of the wreck. About 
half way back on top of the car, Bob Mance, a 
negro brakeman, had been standing when the 
wreck occurred, 

_ Iie was found under one of the wrecked cars, 
dead. 

It was supposed that he had been caught be- 
tween two of the cars and crushed, and as the 
cars parted he was thrown under one of them. 
The body was picked up and sent to Simpson 
Street crossing, and an undertaker telephoned 
for, Mance livedin Birminghym. The coro- 
ner has been notified, and the inquest will be 
held at the undertaking establishinent of Wy- 
ley & Barclay, on West Alabama street, at 8 :30 
this morning. 

The fireman, Lee Arp, was sent to his home 
on Victoria street, and seemed to be not seri- 
ously hurt. 

The track for a distance of about a hundred 
yards was torn from the crossties, and the ties 
themselves shoved out entirely or thrown ob- 
liquely across the line of the track. Work on 
the wreck was commenced last night. 


HOW TICKETS WILL BE DISTRIBUTED 


At the Republican National Convention at 
Chicago. 

Cuicaco, May 21.—The sub-committee of 
the national republican committee has been in 
session in Chicago for two days arranging de- 
tails of the convention and deciding upon the 
(distribution of tickets,allotment of seats tothe 
press and other matters of detail. The seating 
capacity is seven thotisand, thus necessitating 
a smailer apportionment of seats than hereto- 
fore. The committee decided te give to each 
delegate three general tickets for distribution 
and one press ticket to each de) gate, thus en- 
abling delegates to take care of the local press 
in their district or state. 

One hundred and forty-seven working seats 
at tables are provided for such of the larger 
daily newspapers as will makeupand send out 
from the hall special telegraphic reports to 
supplement the verbatim report of the asso- 
ciated press. No other papers excepting those 
sending out such special reports can be given 
representation at these tables. In the 147 seats 
are included seats required by the associated 
press and official stenographers. The local 
press committee was directed to carry out 
these provisions an also notified that the larg- 
est number of working tickets or seats given to 
any paper should be three. i 

The greater portion of daily papers taking 
reports will have but one seat. Alternate 
delegates will hAve no tickets except their 
own. It has been the usual custom to give to 
the city where the national convention is held 
fifteen per cent of the tickets, but the commit- 
tee has reduced theirs for this convention to 
ten percent. The remaining tiekets will be 
divided between the press, members of con- 
gress, governors of states and other distin- 
guished guests.

Refreshened, however, they only 
add pleasure in contemplating the attitude of Tom 
Polk Edmundson to every defenseless person left in 
the wake of Sherman's inarch through this region. 
The middie ages furnish n> more torturous exist- 

” ence than suffered by old men, women and chil- 
Gren, of confederate sympathy, left in this section 
after its abandonment by General Johnson. It is 
perhays a matter of unwrittem history, that so 
thoroughly terrorized were these helpless people, 
that brave and true men, who had -never 
flinched in battle, were leaving the  con- 
fedcrate army by = secres, infinenced by 
the first law of nature—the protection of wives, mo- 
thers and sisters, who were harassed by spies and 
malicious informers, under the guise of federal sanc- 
tion and patronage. Atthis juncture a number of 
army oficers were dctached from their regular com- 
mands aud sent to northern Georgia to gather up 
such menashad leitthe regular army, and were 
etilltrue totheir allegiance, organize them into 
rezular bodies, and while affording protection to the 
people of the confederacy, by keeping federal garri- 
sons within the narrow confines of their village 
posts, to also harass the supply trains and raiding 
parties of Sherman’s rear. Ma‘or Edmondson served 
in that capacity in this immediate field just as Gen- 
eral Wofford did at Kington, only that the duty of 
the latter furtherinvolved the return of men to 
their command, by voluntary consent, alter the 
former, with others of like position, had made it 
safe for men to leave their homes again.

A Young Negro Boy Kgn Over and Killed in 
Greenesboro. 

GrREENESBORO, Ga., May at (npeee ei 
Last evening at half past five o’clock, il 
Thomas, a young negro boy, was ran over and 
killed by the down fast express oy the Georgia 
railroad at this place. The boys have a habit 
of mounting the train, riding a considerab!le 
distance and then jumping olf. Yesterday af- 
ternoon Thomas tried this. He got on tho 
steps between the ladies’ car and the sleeper, 
and rode to the Poullain crossing. When the 
train reached that point it was moving at full 
speed. Thomas jamped but was thrown un- 
derthe moving trajn. The sleeper passed 
across both legs, grinding them up, cutting 
the flesh off, and then passed across the lower 
part of the body, horribly mutilating it. After 
the train passed he pulled himself off the track 
into a ditch beside it. A crowd gathered 
at once, and Dr. J. E. Walker was quickly 
summoned. The injuries were such that it was 
impossible to do anything for him. He was re- 
moved to his home where he lingered in great 
agony until 8 o’clock las night. He was per- 
fectly conscious up toa few moments of his 
death. No blame whatever can be attached]to 
the railroad company. Itisa wonder that more 
boys have not been killed in the same way,and 
some means should be adopted either. by the 
city or ra‘lroad authorities to prevent boys and 
others from mounting the trains. This is the 
second accident which has occurred within 
the past year, and the number will be increased 
unless the boys are forced to keep off the 
trains.

THE JAVA RICE SHIPMENTS. 


The Experiment Said to Have Been With- 
out Profit. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., May 21.—-[Special.]—"*The 
Java rice, about which so much has been 
heard, was brought in to aid in filling up a de- 
ficit caused by a shortage in last year’s crop of 
250,000 bushels,’’ said Broker W. G. Manell to 
whom the rice was consigned. ‘It has not 
been a very profitable venture, and I doubt 
whether any more will be brought to this port, 
except in the case of another very short do- 
mestic crop.’? He-continued, ‘‘To begin with, 
it is carried 16,000 miles, and the freight 
is no mean figure. On the two _ cargoes 
brought to Savannah we paid $13,500, while 
the duty amounted to $68,000. It is sold 
to wholesalers at the same price as the inter- 
ma,'e grade of Carolina rice. It was not im- 
ported, as some foolishly say, with any inten- 
tion of injuring the home planters, but purely 
as I have said, asa business move to secure 
the profit arising from the deficit.

JUMPED INTO DEATA. 


A Macon Switchman Gets Upon the Wrong 
Track. 

Macon, Ga., May 21.—[Special.]—A terrible 
accident happened in the switchyard of the 
Southwestern road this afternoon. in which a 
worthy young man met his death gAbout half- 
past four, as a switch engine was coming on 
one of the many tracks, Ben Brantley, a 
switchman, paw from the step on the track 
a few feet distant. Atthat moment freight 
engine No. 144 was coming from the opposite 
direction, and before he could get out of its 
way he was knocked down and killed. He 
was struck on the temple and his head 
crushed in. His foot was cut off 
and other parts of his body bruised, but not 
run over. When he jumped on the track, and 
saw the other engine rushing down upon him, 
he was so confused that he did not know what 
to do, and for several seconds seemed as if 
paralyzed. The pilotof the engine knocked 
him from the track, so that his body was not 
mangled. The engine was reversed, but too 
late for any good. A number of men saw him 
struck, and ranto hisassistance, and carried 
him toa box car near by, where he died in 
about two minutes. Coroner William Hodnott 
was notified, who arrived in a few 
minutes, ‘and Sempaneled a jury of twelve 
men, C. C. Durgan as foreman. Tenor twelve 
witnesses were examined, who developed the 
above facts. The verdict was: ‘‘We, the 
jury, find that deceased came to his death by 
engine No. 144 on Southwestern railroad while 

erforming his duty.’’ The witnesses al] think 
it was carelessness on his part in jumping in 
front of the engine, and if he had loo 
fore he leaped he would not have been hurt.

Experiments With Whisky and 
the King of the Barn Yard.” 
A Roaring Spree Follows, in Which Sir 
Chanticleer Cnte Many Very 
Amusing Capers. 


From the Chicago Mai!, 

“A drunken rooster is about as comical a 
thing as ever I saw,” said a gentleman to a re- 
porter for the Mail the other: day. “A dog-is 
funny when he is full; but’not as funny as Sir 
Chantielver. 

‘You never saw a rooster on a tear? No; I 
guess not. Not many have. Roosters, as a 
rule, do not go out with the boys and paint the 
town, though many of them have noses that 
indicate it. In fact, Lneverknew of but .one 
rooster that got full, and I guess ‘he wouldn’t 
have got that way of his own free-will. When 
I was a lad down in the country there were 
lots of wild goose, and there was a popular su- 
perstit‘on among. the yokels and pot-hunters 
that the best way to catch the wily geese was 
to get ‘em full, and then walk right up to’em 
and wring their necks. Some fellow invented 
a story that one time he soaked a lot of shelled 
corn in liquid moonshine, placed it at the edge 
of the pond where ‘the old gray goose sat smi!- 
ing at the gander,’ arid had the pleasure of see- 
ing the grain gobbled up with avidity.

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A Famous Riot. 


Several months ago Judge W. D. Kelley, 
the well known republican congressman 
from Pennsylvania, told a Washington re- 
porter that when he spoke in Mobile in 
1867, he was attacked by a band of cut- 
throats, led by a man whose name is nov 
well known in connection with a patent 
car. The judge said that the platform was 
swept by the bullets of the assassins, and 
several men were slain by his side. Al- 
though he mentioned no name it was well 
understood that he pointed to Colonel W. 
D. Mann as the leader of the rioters. 

After the lapse of more than twenty 
years, the Mobile Register has investigated 
the affair, and the testimony it brings for- 
ward is conclusive. Colonel Mann had no 
connection with the riot. He neither led 
nor participated in it. The Register says: 

There were three judicial investigations of the 
riot—one by the mayor, one by the Coroner and one 
by a federal court-martial—of which Generat Ruger 
was president. In none of these investigations 
does Colonel Mann's name appear as witness or par- 
ticipant. There was no allegation that he instiga- 
ted or led the riot, and not a reference to him in 
any part of the charges, specifications or tesumony. 
The finding of the coirt-martial must be on file in 
the war department at Washington. 

The severai investizations found that no riot was 
planned or intended. Thestaif and reporters of the 
Mobiie Times were upon the stand immediately at 
the side of Mr. Kelley. At the outset of his remarks 
he made a ludicrous verbal blunder at which the 
crowd laughed. The negroes laughed and cheered 

‘amoderately as they always do at nothing. The 

oist of the cheering caused the horses of a carriage 

}runaway and dash through the crowd. This 
produced contusion. Just then the police attempt- 
ed to arrest a drunken man on the outskirts of the 
crowd. He resisted arrest and fired his pistol into 
the air. The crowd, already confused, became panic 
stricken atthe shot and fied in every direction. 
Several shots were fired in different directions and 
without apparent object by the flying crowd. Judge 
Kelley in a panic knelt down bebind a table, the 
first Linie he bad probably ever knelt down since he 
apostatized from his religion. The only man killed 
was a white nan who was'shot by negroes nearly a 
block away from the meeting, The assertion of 
Kelley that he was fired at, and that several men 
were slain by hisside, and that the platform was 
swept by bullets is utterly false. The evidence of 
the three examinations disproves it. 

There isa good deal more on the same line, 
but this summarizes the affair very clearly. 
The name of General Ruger should carry 
weight with it. If there had been anything 
in Judge Kelley’s story, General Ruger 
would not have dismissed the matter so 
readily. The fact that the story refers to 
occurrences of more than twenty years ago 
is no reason for allowing it to pass without 
showing up the other side, In the interests 
of history, fairness and truth, it is right 
that the facts should come out, and the 
Register has done right in bringing Judge 
Kelley to book, It ie to Ve Luped that this 
investigation and exposure will lead the 
Pennsylvania congressman to revise his 


reminiscences.

Politics and the Pope. 

The immense meeting of Irishmen held 
at Phoenix park, in Dublin, yesterday, is the 
first of aseries tobe held to protest against 
the recent papal rescript. 

The encouragement with which those 
who are openly advocating the disregard of 
the pope’s decree meet, is another indication 
that the Catholics of Ireland will let nothing 
stand between them and the liberty for 
which they are contending. Thereseems to 
be no doubt that the manner in which ‘the 
pope’s manifesto has been received, has cre- 


ated rather a surprise at the vatican“Megr. 


Persico, the special envoy of the pope, is 
now in London, after having made a visit 
to Ireland, and expresses himself as satisfied 
at the reception of the rescript, but the 
sending of Mgr. Persico to Ireland, at this 
time, and under the circumstances, is an 
evidence that the holy see is not thorough- 
ly well pleased with the result of the edict. 


} Indeea, it has been reported that the re- 


script would be rescinded, or at least modi- 
fied, but it isnow apparent that neither of 
these will be done, and that the pope will 
stand by his action. 

In arecent interview William O’Brien, 
M. P., in speaking of the rescript, said that 
the excitement produced by the publication 
was somewhat amusing to anyone fully in- 
formed as to the history and organization of 
the Roman Catholic church in its relation to 
matters purely secular; and further that 
‘the distinction between anyrescript or bull 
dealing with matters of polities and any de- 
cree J’ .ng with inatters of Catholic faith 
or Christian morals isso well understood by 
the most unlettered Catholic in Ireland that 
very little attention is paid by priest or lay- 
man to such decrees as the pronunciamento 
on the plan of campaign.”’ 

Mr. ©’ Brien cites a number of instances to 
show where the people of Ireland have dis- 
agreed with tlie pope on political questions, 
and where the rulings of the pope have 
been ignored by the Catholics in that 
country when matters of political principle 
were involved. The whole question brings 
up the time honored controyersy as to the 
temporal power of the pope; and in this in- 
stance his edict has met with the same op- 
position which has characterized the recep- 


Rome bearing upon political rather than 
upon questions of faith or morality. 

There seems to be no doubt, however, 
that the pope has full power to take cogni- 
zance of such matters as to those which he 
refers in his rescript against the boycott and 
plan of campaign. The last vatican coun- 
cil confirmed and proclaimed the following, 
which bears directly upon the action of the 
pope in this instance: 
we ‘‘Let notoly dare to say that for good political or- 
ganization it is necessary to separate the church 
from the state, so tWat the authority be deprived of 
the rightand duty of punishing with sanctioned 
penalties the -enemies of the Catholic religion;’— 
and, “ifanybody says that Christ our Lord and 
Savior has given his church only a power of direct- 
ing by advice and persuasion,’ and not also the 
power of commanding by laws, and of compelling 
and forcing with public judgment and salutary 
pains those who deviate or are contumacious, let 
him be anathematized;’’—and, “if anybody says 
thatthe laws of the church have no compelling 
power unless they are supported by the sanction of 
the civil law, let him be anathematized.” 


It is not probable that an issue will be 
raised by the church, even if the rescript is 
disregarded as generally as it now seems 
that it will be. The pope, nodoubt, dealt 
with the question as a moral, instead of a 
political one, and will not further attempt 
to exercise his authority by enforcing the 
observance and acceptance of his decree.

Mrs. Lucy M. Payne died at the residence of 
Mrs. S..C. Venable, in this city, yesterday 
morning at five o’elock.

Eighteen months ago, she was stricken with 
paralysis, and her death was not unexpected.

UNJUSTLY DETAINED. 


A Colored Girl ths Victim of 
' Official Carelessness. 


Who isto Blame?—A Damage Suitin View— 
The Facts of the Case—What Judge 
Van Epps Says Regarding It. 


It is likely that some official of Fulton 
county will be the defendant in a suit for 
damages. Whothis defendant will be is not 
known, but the plaintiff will be a megro girl 
named Carry White. 

This girl, it seems, has been unlawfully de- 
tained in thie county jail. She has been there 
nearly two months. Of course, some one in 
authority has been guilty of criminal noglect, 
and this some one, just so soon as he can 
be found out will be required to explain 
why he permitted so gross a piece of injustice 
to be done the helpless negro girl. 

The 20th of last March this girl was arrested 
for disorderly conduét and quarreling. She 
was taken before Recorder. Anderson, who 
sentenced her toserve a short time in the 
stockade. During the investigation of the 
case it transpired that the defendant was prob- 
ably guilty of larceny from the house ; that she 
was suspected of stealing a hat. 

After serving her sentence in the chaingang 
she was taken to the county jail to await her 
trial at the next term of the city court. She 
could not give the requisite bond, so she was 
kept in jail. 

In a few weeks the city court met and it was 
thought all the jail cases were tried. In some 
inexplicable way this girl was not brought to 
trial, but was allowed to renrain a prisoner in 
the jail. 

As soon as Solicitor O’Bryan learned about 
the girl’s being in-jail, he began an investiga- 
tion. He and his assistant, Captain Crim, 
made searching inquiries of all who should 
have knowledge of the cage, but they got no 
satisfactory information. 

It was ascertained that the prosecutor in the 
recorder’s court was a negro woman named 
Robinson. A diligent search was made for 
this woman, but she could not be found. 

“There is something wrong. here,’’ said 
Solicitor O’Brien, ‘‘and I’m determined to 
ferret it out.” 

Yesterday morning he went before Judge 
Van Epps and laid the matter before the court. 
The girl was produced and permitted to tell 
her story. She said that some woman had ac- 
cused her of stealing a hat and she had been 
sent first to the stockade and then to the jail. 
She could not understand, she said, why she 
was kept in confinement so long. 

The solicitor stated to the court that all his 
effortsto find any record of this case had 
proved fruitless. 

Judge Van Epps expressed his righteous 
indignation at this official looseness and he 
said: ‘“‘The grand jury ought tomake an 
investigaticn and find out what officer has 
been so direlict in the discharge of his duty. If 
she can find some one to answer in damages, I 
hope she will make the case.” 

The case wasmuch commented on by the 
lawyers in the courtroom. They all were ont- 
spoken in the opinion that the girl was a vic- 
tim of criminal neglect and carelessness. 

They Were Not There. 

O. G. Anglin and Jennie Anglin, the man 
and woman at whose house on Mitchell street 
the twelve-year-old child, Minnie Hawkins, 
was found Sunday morning, have left town. 

That is to say, neither of them could be 
found yesterday morning when the case for 
keeping a house of ill fame was called in the 
recorder’s court. 

‘Phe man had been let out under bond, and 
the woman had deposited $15.75 collateral for 
her appearance next morning. The child was 
brought to court yesterday as a witness, and 
as the case was passed she was taken to the 
Home.

Shooting on Bell Street. 


There was awholesale shooting affair on 
Bell street yesterday evening.

Doctor Pentecost Preaches An- 
other Interesting Sermon. 
a 

Subject, the Raising of Lazarus From 
me Dead—A Meeting of Pastors and 
Laymen Decide to Hold a Revival 


Despite the inclement weather last night 
Trinity charch was comfortably filled, and the 
congregation en joyed another fine sermon from 
Doctor Pentecost. He read a portion of Scrip- 
ture concerning the raising of Lazarus from 

dead, and based his remarks upon it. The 
central thought of the discourse was death. 
There were three deaths in the Bible with 
which he illustrated the sermon—that of J airus 
daugiiter, that of the widow of Nain’s son, 
and that of Lazarus. Here were three distinct 
types of death in sin. The daughter.of Jairus 
was young and beantifal and had but just died 
when Jesus was sent for to raise her from the 
dead. In the death of the the widow of Nain’s 
gon he finds an illustration of those who were 
much older in sin—and lLazarus’s 
death furnished the " type of 
ginners who were “clean gone”’ in iniquity. 
But in spite of all this variety of sin as illustra- 
ted in these three deaths, Jesus Christ loved 
Jairus’s daughiter,the widow of Nain’s son and 
Lazaras, al! just the same.§He was sent for in 
each case, and co ian: to the call. In His 
atlove he made no distinction whatever. 
oward each one His great heart flowed 
out with equal affection, and by the 
exercise of the same almighty power he raised 
each one from the dead. It made not the 
slightest difference to the Savior that one was 
young, tender and beautiful and had just 
sed away, her pulse hardly stilled, the tint 
yet lingering on her cheek, the warm blood 
scarcely grown cold in her veins—that one had 
been. dead much longer, and lay stiff and cold 
in the houggof his mother, and that one was 
not only d@ad, but had been buried for four 
days. He loved them just the same.

Dr. Pentecost went on to say that there wa 
perhaps not a family in the cityin which to- 
night there is not at least one member dead— 
dead in trespasses and sins, without Christ, 
destitute of God, having no hope. It wasa 
son in this family, a husband in that family, a 
brother here, a father there. It mat- 
tered not. Jesus Christ loved them 
all, and was ready to raise them 
from the dead if they would but send for him. 
He would come and come at once, and would 
not stop to count the cost of coming. He 
would not only come, but He was able tosave. 
See how promptly He came when sent for in 
the three cases given above ; see how promptly 
He exercised His almighty powerin raising 
them from the dead. He was ready toact in 
#he same manner toward those who are dead 
in their trespasses and sins. He was ready to 
wiake any sacrifice. 

Here was a man of fine character. His life 
was full of moral beauty. He walked among 
his fellow-men in all the pride of manhood 
without a stain upon his name. He was a 
kind father, a devoted husband, a firm friend, 
a good neighbor, but he was dead—dead in his 
Bins. 

Here was another man who was bad, but 
not altogether wicked. - There were good 
points about him, but the evil in his nature 
overbalanced him. He, too, was dead in sin, 
but not more so than the man of high charac- 
ter. Then there was the man ‘‘clean gone,” 
He was unclean, dissolute, a libertine, a 
drunkard. His whole life was corrupt. He 
was ungodly and sat in the seat of thescornful. 
He was a blasphemer—dead, dead, dead in his 
trespasscs and sins, 

And yet Jesus loved them all just the same 
and stands reedy to save them all if they will 
only send for Him and believe in Him. 

The Savior made no difference between the 
sinful, the more sinful and the most sinful 
men. He stood ready to come to all alike and 
to save all alike, to resurrect them from the 
dead. 

Mary had told Jesus that if he had been 
there her brother, Lazarus, had not died. 
Jcsus told her that he would live again. She 
replied that she knew that he would arise at 
the resurrection. Jesusthen said: ‘I am the 
resurrection in the life; he that believeth on 
me, though he be _ dead, shall yet 
live and he that liveth and believeth on 
me shall never dic.”’ He told hertoroll the 
stone away, and said, ‘‘Lazarus come fourth’”’ 
and he was raised from the dead. The won- 
dering, fearing, doubting, hoping people stood 
about the grave of Lazarus, when the Savior 
did the matchless,‘ marvellous thing. Mary 
had faith to roll the stone away and her 
brother arose from the graveand walked. It 
was only necessary for those who stoed about 
the grave of their sins to roll the stone 
away. 

For four thousand years death had claimed 
his victims. He had gone to the palace and _ 
tothe hut. He had gone everywhere and 
simply said, ‘“Give!’’ and nobody had refused 
him. Death had been the monarch of the 
world. But Jesus stood at the grave of Laza- 
rus and said, “Give back!’’ and immediately 
death gave up his victim. 

Atlanta had the reputation of being a city of 
church-goers, but D. Pentecost said a gentle- 
man had told him at the hotel that he believed 
Atlanta was the wickedest city in the south. 
Dr. ’eRiecost said: ‘*I am satisfied that At- 
lanta has a mighty need of God. A great 
many church-goers are not Christians. It is 
one thing to go to church but quite another 
thing to be-a Christian. I am satisfied that 
the people of your city must send for Christ.” 

The sermon was very effective. It was 
spoken in an easy, conversational way, with- 
out any attempt at rhetorical display. The 
Jauguage was simple and the illustrations were 
Strikine. 

A GENERAL REVIVAL. 

After the services, Dr. Pentecost requested 
the pastors or laymen from the various 
Churches in the city to remain. When 
the congregation passed out over 
one hundred people remained in 
the church. They were the pastors and lay- 
men representing the different-churches in the 
city. 

’. Pentecost stated that a union move- 
meut had been suggested, and he believed that

Next Thursday and Friday, the days of the Wag- 
Ler festival,’ arc near at hand; the result of! the 
diligent work of many a month and many excel- 
lent people will be presented to the public. In view 
of tye principle on which the Wagner festival is 
given and in which it differs from other and pre- 
vious n.usical enterprises, I beg leave to say a few 
words, explaining the sentiments which prompted 
and guided me in this effort. 

The musical life of a nation, a state, or a commn- 
nity is similar to that of an individual, and to reach 
maturity it has to go through three principal 
phares. First. our delight is caused by the musical 
material; the sound of a voice, the tone of a fiddle, 
the movement, etc,, areenjoyed for theirown seke 
- as, for instance, the eye likes to rest on a piece of 
fine tinted silk, the blue sky, etc., without a thought 
—mere physical enjoyment. In the next phase, we 
take an interest in the skillful handling of the ma- 
terial by the performer, and while we really not al- 
Ways cnjoy it, we take an interestin it,admire it,draw 
comparisons, etc. This phase is the longest and 
some nations or individuals never rise above it. In 
the last phage, we enjoy the “thought” inherent to 
& performance; the material (voice, instrnoment 
etc.) shrinks back into the minor position of more 
or less important accessories; the perform- 
er takes the position of {the  transmit- 
ting agent, and the poetic ‘“‘idea,’’ the crea- 
tive genius comes to the front in our intcrest. 
Atianta is unusually advanced for its age ‘and size, 
but it cannot be denied that some remnants of the 
“second phase’ are still left; every performer 
here has his particular followers among us, anda 
goodly share of the musical interest of our public is 
not yet free from certain side considerations; with 
many it is as yet of more importance ‘‘who’’ sings 
or plays, than ‘‘what’’ is sung or played, of more 
importance for ‘‘whose benefit,’ for what ‘‘charita 

le purpose’ the performance is given, than its 
“programme,” and while we were absorbed j 
topics of such microscopic size, the world outside 
moved onward and bas been enlightened and en- 
thused by a “genius” of titantic power, The entire 
civilized world has been stirred by this genius; the 
overwhelming truth of his principle--unity among 
the arts—has silenced the clevercst antagon’s's, 
Richard Wagner hasindelibly impressed his signa- 
ture upon the musicof this century and upon 
some other matters besides music—we here know 
as yet not much more than his name. If Atlanta 
wants to be musically equal to her gencral standard 
of education.and enliure,we are bound to getac- 
quainted with his works, and linvite all cultured 
Atlanta to help mein thiseffort.

She said that her husband was good and faith- 
ful when sober; that he was her support and 
always provided for her and the baby; that he 
Was notan hibitual drunkard, but whenever 
he took one drink he was led to take another, 
and could not restrain his appetite. 

Mr. Howell moved that the prisoner be re- 
Jeased from the stockade. 

Mr. Woodward said that he was opposed to 
the ordinance which took the discretion out of 
the recorder and compelled him to act in one 
certain line. When the law was proposed he 
regarded it as iniquitous, and he thought so 
yet. lle believed it ought tobe repealed. It 
works a hardship not only upon the man who 
is given to drunkenness, but more especially 
upon the helpless women and children. ‘I 
amas much in favor of promoting sobriety, ’ 
said he, ‘‘as is any other member of the coun- 
cil, but I do not approve of this way of doing 
it. Itisa bad law which has worked no good, 
60 far as 1 can see.” 

Mr. Beutell agreed with Mr. Woodward, and 
faid he would vote for the repeal of the ‘‘three- 
time” ordinance as he had voted for the repeal 
of the ‘black list’’ ordinance. 

Mr. Meeaslin: “I do not know exactly 
how to proceed legally so as to secure the free- 
dom of this poor man, but if any waycan be 
devised, I shall advocate it.

The explosion of a heater ina Richmond 
and Danville coach lying under the carshed 
created great consternation in the city yester- 
day. 

The report was such a loud ono that it was 
popularly swpposed to have been caused by the 
bursting of a locomotive, and there was a great 
rush of. people toward the carshed. 

The train had been backed into the depot 
preparatory to leaving at6o’clock. Ata few 
minutes before that hour the explosion oc- 
curred. 

For a nuimber of years the Richmond and 
Danville has used in its coaches what is known 
as the Blake heater. The car is heated by hot 
water which is conveyed through it in pipes. 
These pipes start at the reservoir, which is 
placed in the top of the car and which contains 
the water, aud pass down to the stove, where 
they coil around the fire. The water passes ftom 
the reservoir into the coils where it is heated, 
and then through the pipes which are placed 
beneath the scais and along the sides of the 
Clik 

Yesterday’s explosion occurred inthe reser- 
veir. This had Lecome surcharged wits stearm 
fromm the sudden introduction of a quantity of 
cold water, and the reservoir, which is. made 
of heavy iron, exploded. The larger piece 
passed almost directly upward, tearing away 
the rocf of the coach, on threuzh the i:on roof 
of the carshed, reaching a height of nearly a 
hundred feet. It ent through the top of 
another coach just outside the shed. 

Kesides the large piece, four other pieces 
passed throvgh the top of the car and the car 
— shed roof. The hole in the top of the car was 

almost five feet long by three wide, and the 
largest in the roofotthe carshed was abont 
four feet long. Another part was thrown in ¢ 

horizental direction, towards Alabama street.

John Gee, the agent 
of the Atlantaand New Orleans Short-Line, 
who was standing right by the side of the 
heater when the explosion occurred. He was 
struck onthe left hand by a piece of wood 
from the side of the coach, and was slightly 
hurt. 

Cn the track next the Aizr-Line was a train 
nearly full of passengers, but the fragments 
were hurled directly away from them, cr 
thrown Cirectly npward. The car was carried 
to the yard for repairs and another one substi- 
tuted. 

This is said to be the first time that a heater 
of this kind has-expleded. The reservoir is 
provided with a safety valve for the escape of 
steam, but this was evidently out of shape. 

The carshed was crowded with people, and 
itis a wonder that some were not killed or se- 
riously hurt.
